The addition of those who are “ slavehirere ” merely 
to the category of slaveowners must, I think, swell their 
somber much more than it is diminished by the exclusion 
0 f “ those who are interested conjointly with others in 
rove property.” Such iustanees of conjoint interest will 
occur most frequently in the family relations, already 
taken into the account, when we multiplied the numb. 
c [ slaveholders returned by five and seven-tenths. 
comparison of tlm returns from Maryland, the District of 
Columbia, and Vifginia, where slavehiring is much prac¬ 
tised, with Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana, where it 
| 'j jess practised, shows the followigj^results: 

Maryland, Virginia, and the District of Columbia, with 
566,583 slaves, return 72,584 slaveowners. Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana, with* 897,531 slaves, return 
73,081 slaveowners. The relative excess of slaveowners 
| returned in Virginia, Maryland and the District of Co¬ 
lombia, must he attributed, in part, to the inclusion of a 
relatively larger number of “ slavehirers.” Upon the 
whole, it may safely be concluded that at least seveu- 
tenths of the whites in the slave States are not slav e¬ 
owners, either in their own right or by family relation. 
He number of white males in the slave States, aged 
uventy-one years and upward, in 1850, was 1,490,892. 

Considering that the number of 347,525, returned as 
slaveowners, is subject to some deductions, and consider¬ 
ing that of the slaveowners many are females and minors, 
it is probable that not exceeding one-fifth of the while 
male adults of the slave States own slaves. 

The non-slaveholdiDg whites of the South, being not 
less than seven-tenths of the whole number of whites, 
would seem to be entitled to some inquiry into their 
actnul condition; and especially as they have no real 
political weight or consideration in the country, and little 
opportunity to speak for themselves. I have been for 
| twenty years a reader of Southern newspapers, and a 
reader and hearer of Congressional debates; but in all 
that time, I do not recollect ever to have seen or heard 
these non-slaveholding whites referred to by Southern 
gentlemen, as constituting any part of what they call 
“the South.” When the rights of the South, or its 
policy, or it3 interests, or its institutions are spoken of, 
reference is always intended to the rights, wrongs, policy,

Nobody gets into Congrt ., 
from the Sonth bnt by their direction; nobody speaks at 
Washington for any Southern interest except theirs. 
Yet there is, at the South, quite another interest than 
theirs; embracing from two to three times as many white 
people; and, as we shall presently see, entitled to the 
deepest sympathy aDd commiseration, in view of the ma¬ 
terial, intellectual and moral privations to which it has 
been sabjected, the degradation to which it has already 
been reduced, and the still more fearful degradation with 
which it is threatened by the inevitable operation of 
easting causes and influences. 

From a paper on “Domestic Manufactures in tli 
bomb and West,” published by M. Tarver, of Missouri 
m 1847,1 make the following extracts : 

“ T'Cj fi eo population of the South may be divided into two 
asses—the slaveholder and the non-slaveholdcr. I am

It is noticeable that Mr. Gregg, like Mr. Taylor, begins 
~y an attempt to allay patrician jealousies excited by the 
idea of collecting the poor whites into masses. Mr. Gregg 
points out that the existence of slavery enables capital to 
control white labour as well as black, by the power which 
'it retains to substitute the latter, when the former becomes 
unruly.

If from 838,387, the entire number of emigrants from 
these States, we deduct one-fourth part, assumed to be 
holders of slaves, and therefore compelled to select their 
residence in slave States, we have left 628,790 as the 
number of emigrants not holders of slaves, and therefore 
at liberty to select their residence in free or slave States, 
as they might think best. Of this number 462,534, 
fraction short of seventy-four per cent., selected the free 
States.

Yet 
we find three-fiftbs of these emigrants placing themselves 
voluntarily under the operation of the Ordinance of 1787. 
It is a fair inference, and it is true, that the real wishes as 
well as real interests of a majority of the whites of the 
South are in opposition to the extension of slavery ; but 
it is only the minority of slaveholders which is represented 
in Congress, or which has otherwise any political weight 
in the country. 

It is unquestionable that the immigration from the 
South has brought into tbe free States more ignorance, 
poverty and thriftlessness than an equal amount of the 
immigration from Europe. Where it forms a marked 
feature of the population, as in Southern Illinois, a loDg 
time must elapse before it is brought up to the general 
standard of intelligence and enterprise in the free States. 
This remark is made in no spirit of unklndneee. The 
whites of the Sonth are nearly all of the Revolutionary 
stock. They are a fine, manly race. Their valour, 
attested upon a hundred battle-fields, shone untarnished 
and still resplendent in the last conflict of the Republic. 
No banner floated more defiantly amid the smoke and fire 
of the Valley of Mexico tban that up-borne by the in 
tinguishable gallantry of the sons of Sonth Carolina. _ 
feel for that unhappy people all the ties of kith aud kin. 
God forbid that any avenue should be closed by which 
they may escape out of the horrible pit of their bondage. 
If the Constitution permits the South to recapture their 
fugitive blacks, happily it does not permit them to 
tare their fugitive whites. 

It is said that no equal number of negroes were ever so 
well off, upon the whole, as the slaves of the South, and 
that in contrast with their native barbarism, their present 
lot, hard as it is, is one of improvement and comparative 
advancement. Even if this be true—eveD if three mil¬ 
lions and a half of people of African blood have been 
raised in the scale of civilization—the price paid for it is 
too costly. An equal number of people of the Caucasian 
stock have been deprived of all that constitutes civiliza¬ 
tion, and thrust down into barbarism, thus reversing the 
order of Providence, and sacrificing the superior to the 
inferior race. 

It is said that an extension of the area slavery would 
add to the personal comfort of the slaves, at least for a 
considerable period of time. Even if this be so, our first 
and highest duty is to our own race, and it will be a most, 
flagrant and inexcnaible folly to permit such a sacrifice of 
it as we now witness in tbe Southern States to be enacted 
over again upon tbe vast areas of the West. Where the 
two races actually coexist, the relation which may best 
subsist between them may afford fair matter for dispute; 
but it is against tbe clear and manifest dictates of common 
sense, voluntarily, willingly and with our eyes open, to 
iabject the white man to a companionship which, under j 
any relatioe, is an incumbrance and a curse. 

It is for the intelligent self-interest, the Christian philan¬ 
thropy of the people of this great country, with all the 
lights of the past and present blazing with such efluigent 
brightness that none but the judicially blinded can fail to 
see, to determine whether the system of black slavery 
shall inflict upon regions now fiiir and virgin from the 
hands of the Creator its train of woes, which no man can 
number, which no eloquence can exaggerate, and of which 
no invective can heighten the hideous reality. It is for 
the people of this great country to determine whether the 
farther spread of a system, of which the worst fruits are 
not seen in wasted resources and in impoverished fields, 
but in a neglected and outcast people, shall be left to the 
accidents of latitude, of proximity, of border violence, or 
of the doubtful assent of embryo communities; or whe¬ 
ther, on the other hand, it shall be stayed by an interdic¬ 
tion, as universal as the superiority of Good to Evil, 
perpetual as the rightful authority of reason in tbe affairs 
of men, and as resistless aa the embodied will of the 
nation.

It is now eight weeks, and tbe Congress of these States, 
called, as if in bitter irony, United, is still unorganized 
There is reason enough for the grave apprehension now 
pressing upon the mind of every patriot. Onr young 
Hercules, just as his labours have arisen before him, and 
the nations looked on to see him strangle the Hydra here, 
and there unbar tbe flood of Reform toward manifold 
Augean stables, suddenly becomes paralyzed. Oh, son oi 
Jove, last and strongest, what is this! whither has thy 
noble promise Bed ? 

We meet here, my friends, on a common ground. 
Varied perceptions of the relations of that common 
ground to human welfare separate us into different parties. 
We are also of diverse sections. I do not think the pulpit ; 
should be used to assail aqy of these, as such. I, there¬ 
fore, shall not permit myself a doubt, as I touch fhis most 
sensitive subject, that you will sympathize with me and 
with each other. I do so only because, in these troubled 
times, my heart burns to point you to the ancient land¬ 
marks of Right and Wrong, which, when seeD, none can 
fail to acknowledge; for, like the objects of the ear and 
eye, they are their own evidence. I shall not make any 
partisan statement, for I belong to no party ; bnt there is 
one phase of the present state of things which enters my 
pulpit, whether I will or not. This arc of the circle— 
not the arcs of tbe politician or economist—the pulpit 
cannot be true to itself without interpreting. And I am 
constrained to believe it a mathematical certainty that 
any arc ot any circle, moral or geometric, being given, 
the others may be discovered and described, and the radii 
traced to their centre. 

I shall waste no words on the dogma that such subjects 
are not proper to the pulpit. Christ and Paul found 
them appropriate to their ministry. If moral questions 
should Dot enter here, what should ? And if questions 
involving the happiness of millions, and the good relations 
of section with section, and man with man, throughout 
the laDd, are not moral, what are? 

It was the saddest day that ever dawned on the country 
when this was made any other than a moral question. In 
the day when it was made one of national political issue, 
the wind was sown ; to-day, we reap the whirlwind. It 
is exclusively a moral question, as are all questions affect¬ 
ing humanity. It is not a question bf North and South 
—those very terms should be banished as unhealthy here. 
How completely do we find moral perceptions obscured, 
when here, in the noon of the Nineteenth Century, on a 
question involving more entirely than any other the just 
relations of men toward each other and toward God, a

It is 
thought the young lady will not survive her injuries; and 
it is rather to be hoped that she may not, for her life has 
been accursed aad forever embittered.” 


and certain principles and ideas considered as exclusively 
products of certain sections, as coffee or cotton. Given a 
man’s longitude and latitude, and you may predict bis 
views on slavery, and nearly everything else; as when you 
know the way the wind blows, you may announce with 
certainty the position of the nearest weather-vanes. 

But in the present state of things, the political view 
hears its triumph of Doom. The old party watch-fires 
are but blackened earth and ashes : their lines have fallen 
in unpleasant places. A fearful disintegration has super¬ 
vened the political mass. Let us hope by the working oi 
a higher synthesis. Hitherto we have had ancestral com¬ 
pacts and the political representation of negroes canvassed. 
Men have spoken of what is “ wise and expedient,” rather 
than what is right. You need not tbat any one should 
show you how this political treatment has miserably 
failed, even in objects no higher than its own. Each 
party has come forward with its nostrum, declaring itsclt 
the original old Dr. Jacob Townsend, whose pills, and 1 
none others, were genuine: each was to bring repose to 
the distracted patient, and soothe irritatipqdpy prjifounder 
nationality. The inflammation has spread’ with every 
Administration until this; and with this, the very powers 
which enable inflammation to spread seem nearly deatb- 
still. I doubt not it would be so with the administration 
of any merely political party in the country. Let tbe 
people know, then, that this is the grand success of tne 
! political treatment of the slavery question—every wheel 
of the Government stilled! 

In this state of thinp, it will not be the popular heart, 
but they who live by smothering that heart, who w 11 
withstand those who now, when all other methods faii, 
present the one path, opened up before the country in 
the Christian Law, First pure, then peaceable. Every 
man knows how alone he gets peace. Priests may 
mumble over the souls of the departed, or beneath them, 
Requiescat in pace, but no soul ever rested in peace until 
it had entered it by the path of purity. And the greater 
is contained in the less; each atom obeys the laws of the 
sphere. Nations began with individuals, and are now 
but collections of them, and must obey the laws of indi¬ 
viduals. With both, peace blossoms only on the stem of 
purity. 1 

This, then, will save hs from any national peril, that.... 
Conscience shall be enthroned everywhere Absolute 
Monarch. It must be allowed untrammelled action, 
wherever in any man it prohibits slaveholding, and wher¬ 
ever in any man it does not. Only let men feel that they 
are living and voting at unity with their best light of 
tfnty, and they demand no more, but are at ease. When 
agitation is abroad, it is certain that the lash of Con¬ 
science has been loosened somewhere. 

In order to secure this, we arc called to mutual 
sion—to the concession of each moral sense to the other 
of all it claims—it being understood that nothing can be 
claimed by either for political advantage, but only from 
snch a sense of the moral necessity of such a claim as 
shall never shrink from any results whatever, which are 
needed to secure it. If the two portions of the country 
cannot unite, and feel at the same moment ready to face 
the Eternal Judge, with the fail conviction that they are 
each completely true to God and to every man, white and 
black, bond and free, on Earth, let them sink together 
beneath the waters under the Earth, but never, never 
unite, or remain united 1 

We are called the more to this concession, because tbe 
error has been with both sides, and is now. The meD 
whose consciences were first stirred on this subject have 
dwelt on the inhumanity of slaveholders, without remem¬ 
bering to ask whether they were not slaveholders. For 
whatever the Federal Government sanctions or adopts is 
of course by complicity of all who are parties to that 
Federal compact As the people of Virginia did not 
derive their power to hold slaves from the UnioD, and do 
not now, of course none of the rest of the States, or of the; 
individuals of tbe States, are involved in it. They are, 
indeed, in a high sense, concerned in all that concerns their 
fellow-men ; but not otherwise are ihey morally involved, 
than as they are in widow-burniogin Hindostan, or canni¬ 
balism in the Fejee Islands. Do we, as Americans, take 
upon our consciences the sins, as we may think them, of 
Great Britain or Japan, because we bave treaties with 
those nations ? Do England and Bh anee become respon¬ 
sible for one another’s policy, or assume each other’s 
National Church, because, for a different object, they 
have formed an alliance? The United States are but 
such an affiance. And, as England and France bave 
oniv a common responsibility for what is done in the wat 
with Russia, so have the people of the free States only a 
responsibility for what is done by the Federal Union as 
such. So we can only look upon the position of the class 
of anti-slavery men whose motto is “No union with 
slaveholders ’’ as a blunder, occasioned by their not having 
union with their real duty. Had they worked by the 
Christian' principle, “First cast the beam oat of thine 
own eye, and so see clearly to east the mote out of thy 
brother’s ”; had they not wasted their energies on slavery 

the South, but concentrated them on slavery in the 


their own vicinities, and have as often been threa eued 
and visited with angry processes., though the priviU t i s 
secured them in the Bill of Rights of nearly every South¬ 
ern State. The South has thus lost the confident s of 
many of her own children, who find that a freedom exer¬ 
cised by their lordly ancestors, Washington, JeffersoD, 
Henry, and by them transmitted as an eternal inheritance,’ 
is now denied them by men who, beside those, are lillipu- 
tian. Those who deny that the full sunlight should play 
above and beneath and around any subject, can never i.on- 
vinee any disinterested person that they are in the right. 
This was true before Jesus said, “ whoso doeth right 
cometh to the light,” aDd it has been true ever since, and 
will be tree to all eternity. What would men*including 
the South, say to Christ’s getting into a passion with an 
antagonist, or Plato’s refusing to hear the other side in 

u argument? 

Blunder is of a prickly-pear growth, one leaf devetoped 
fromaDOtlier. This impossibility of free speech in the 
South has preserved a Code of Slavery which ia far be- 
neath her moral sense, bnt which cannot become a dead 
letter so long as there are wicked and selfish men in the 
world. As an evidence of this, it is a familiar fact that 
the_ wretched men termed “ Negro-drivers ” are held, with 
their families, in scorn by all classes of society in th- 
South: yet no business is more entirely leual 

How is the Code to be reformed, if itis e crime io 
broach the subject ? Take any Southern man, and ask 
him if he believes that these blacks should be so com¬ 
pletely in the possesion of the whites tbat there should 
be no security to the marital relation; that one man 
should have the power, if he wills, to separate the fami¬ 
lies he owns to any extent? Ask him if he believes tbat 
immortal beings should be reared in brutal ignorance ? 
(And those who do otherwise break the laws. How 
sadiy suggestive is the fact tbat the only other people who 
forbid education to any are the Yezeddisof Mesopotamie, 
who are the only race of Devil-worsbippers 1) A South¬ 
ern man will reply, no. 

And yet these laws remain there, trained by South¬ 
erners who are not men, to boar the cruellest fruits; such 
as have aroused the open indignation of the world, anil 
the secret indignation of thousands of Southern hearts, 
and shall continue it, until human souls, North and South, 
are fatherless, and no divine instincts of justice and pity 
flow out from God’s heart. 

Thus both sides, by their own premises, need internal 
reform. But our reference now is to the great moral 
responsibility pressing on each, and growing out of our 
befog one people. I would the pressure were heavier! 
In this country, where, by the very nature of the repre¬ 
sentative system, all action and influence of the Geoeral 
Government—involving as they do the happiness or 
misery, elevation or degradation, of men, women and chil¬ 
dren, everywhere—are shared by every tax-payer and 
voter, the moral responsibility resting on each man is 
tremendous. What abject cant is it to say, The North has 
nothing to do with slavery. Nothing to do with it! 
When the National flag cannot wave over a slave in this 
District, nor in any United States Territory, who is not 
a slave by Northern as well as Southern consent 1 Never 
was any duty plainer than theirs to attend to this affair— 
to see what it is which they, b; (heir representatives, have 
been perpetually sanctioning and extending. There is 
need that the voice of the ancient prophet should be in 
every breath which stirs the free airs of free States, cry¬ 
ing to each man this day, “ Arise; for this matter be- 
longeth unto thee 1 ” 

I alluded just now to those who had assailed the South¬ 
ern institution, and neglected the demonstrable fact tbat 
the first and (until attended to) the only assailable thfog 
with them was their complicity in it. The only sin of 
these is a confused perception. But there is another class 
of real criminals. It is they who see slavery to be wrong, 
and see how they participate in it, and might free them¬ 
selves from it, but suffer themselves to be overcome by its 
allurements. I have been ashamed to hear, in Boston, 
the descendants of the Puritans apologizing for slavery. 
They thought a Southern man would like that. But no 
Southern man would like that! The Southerners,thank 
God, are not so bad ; they sar, Slavery is right; if not, 
there is no apology for it. J nbn Randolph spoke their 
sentiment, when, (jointing his finger at one such man in 
Congress, he said, “ I envy not the heart nor the head of a 
man who can come here from the North and defend slavery.” 
Southern politicians are willing to make use of such, 
whilst they laugh in their sleeves ; but the nobler men 
and women of the South grieve to see men falling thus

This blunder has had its antithetical one in the South. 
And here, I may say, we must guard against our preju¬ 
dices. As a Virginian, with no tie of relationship north¬ 
ward, of the remotest kind, past or present, I feel how 
easily I might slide into a justification of my dear mother 
the South. But the soul knows no prejudices or sections! 
and must see all under the pure light of reason and ’

Here at Washington it has been as the fly in wheat— 
one noble head after another laid low ; falling into infi¬ 
delity, as the Slavery Power has cast some web of interest 
around them. Aud those who believe, with Christianity, 
that it profits not a man to gain the whole world and lose 
his soul, turn pale and say, “ Wbo falls next ? " No 
matter if the concession is for “ Peace.” Bo did tbe 
army on the Alps desire nothing so much as peace, to lie 
down anywhere and sleep; and those who slept never 
woke morel Nothing is deadlier, at times, than peace ; 
and invariably when, as in this case, the word Peace is 
but a cover of your desire that your personal interest and 
business should be undisturbed—a disguise of that only 
Satan, selfishness. 

Ab, ye American men! ton soon have you inscribed 
on your banner, Peaceable. More successful had it been 
if the word had been in the order in which the ancient 
Christian places it —-first pure, then peaceable. Never 
was there but one path given men to walk in : it is that 
| of a pure conscience. Whether the light be dim or bright, 
it is in the right direction ; guiit is in veering from that. 
There may be innumerable crooked lines between the two 
points, but one straight. Wbat is the right line between 
us and that peace we all crave ? 

We can all imagine two men of entire candonr and 
courtesy—the one Southern, and believing slavery right 
in itself; the other Northern, and believing it wrong— 
coming to an understanding ou the subject; the common 
postulate being only that neither must himself do what he 
believes essentially wrong. 

Southerner.—I believe the institution is best for tbe 
white aDd colonred races. 

Northerner. —I make r 
would like to discuss it. 

Sou .—We may do that presently. But will you not 
allow that, so long as I hold that opinion, you have no 
right of any kind to illegally interfere with what I hold 
legally as property? 

Nor. —I do see that. The wrong is not in my detesta¬ 
tion of slavery, nor my endeavour to inspire you with a 
like feeling, but in my attempting a right thfog in a 
wrong way. 

Sou. —Which is always an unsuccessful way. 

Nor .—Now let U3 define the other side. I believe that 
slavery is the “ wild and wickeb fantasy ” that Brougham 
called it, or the “ sum of all villanies ” which Wesley pro- 
bounced it. You are connected with it sincerely, and 
therefore, unless you bave refused possible light, inno¬ 
cently ; bat, if I am connected with it, I sin. 

Sou. —Certainly. 

Nor .—If you and I have partnership in a slave, your 
innocence does not exculpate me. 

Scu .—Certainly not 

Nor .—If you seek to make me a party to anything 
which I hold wrong, you are guilty, even though veu 
believe it right, unless you can fiist persuade me also tbit 
it is right. 

Sou .—It is so. 

Nor .—And if our firm cannot remain without involving 
e m, this wrong, my one path is out of it The firm 
must be dissolved. 

Sou.—Assuredly. 

Now, my friends, let us approach our national agita¬ 
tion tons simply and quietly. The People of the United 
States are a firm. Wherever the firm deals with slavery, 
wt deal with slavery; and the General Government has 
dealt and does now deal, with that local institution. I 
appeal to you, Southern men, is it not the only right 
tiling for those who believe slavery to be sinful, whether 
it be really so or not, firmly to declare themselves free 
from all share in it, if not by your concession, then by 
whatever means they can, but certainly to do it l 
But, it is said, your fathers conceded this and that, and 
will you not stand by their compact? 

If there be any compact, and it pledges me to what I 
feel wrong, shall I be judged by my father’s light? 

“ But if, in obedience to your conscience, you should 
injure this Union, you would cause great evils—evils 
greater than slavery.” 

Evils are not as bad as sins. We do not wish to (fit 
ourselves of our share in-National siaveholding, as §eom 
an evil disease, but as a moral defection, as falsehood (ic 
theft would be. Evil is a part of God’s Law, for be hi 
by every prophet, “ I create evil.” He is responaHoftr 
whatever evils issue; we only for doing His wiff. ft m* 
my soul his voice ? And when I reject that voiauifiieh 
assures me it is wrong to do this, is it not a sadkc* of 
faith in Him . As one who would say, “ Thou, Jfitite 
Being I didst bid me thus, but didst not foresee, as I do, 
that this and that evil would follow 1 ” 

Will you imperil the Interests of thirty millions of 
.vhites, for three or four of Afri. ms ? ” 

Vim adages, reply the others, re very good : Honesty, 
even m tne old Roman ser ;e, embracing all that is just 
and true to God and man, u the best policy. Right never 
wronged any man. The interests of the three or four 
millions of negroes are not so near to us as the interests 
of the whites who hold them. Those we would but 
redeem from physical slavery; bat these we would redeem 








from what by onr creed is far worse, me crime of enslav¬ 
ing tliem.

people, the brave words of Phocion, ‘ Let justice be done,

You say we 
must secede. But this proceeds from the assumption 
that, the Union is inextricably involved in the policy 
Which makes all bold slaves. We do not believe that; 
we think the Union is essentially involved in Freedom, 
and that all its pro-slavery proclivities are usurpations. 
We believe, indeed, that it does not interfere with yon 
in yonr slaveholding, nor the English in tbeir aristocracy, 
nor the Arabs in their Mahomedanism; but at the same 
time we believe onr Constitution protects ns from com¬ 
pulsory sanction of these, and protects us in onr freedom. 
Thus, we canno't enlist against it, bnt only to redeem it 
from the distractions resulting from a misinterpretation 
of our compact.

How, then, shall these be reconciled with each other, 
preserving self-truthfulness ? .. 

We must set aside here those who cry “ Peace, when 


there is none. I, for one, have lost forever my faith in 
those self-styled conservatives, who would rely upon “ put¬ 
ting down agitation.” The cry has been sounded for a 
score of years, and with what success any one may see by 
going no farther than the House of Representatives. 
Stop’agitation! So Xerxes forbade the sea to advance ; 
so the Phoenicians shot arrows into the clouds when a 
storm arose ; so an English gentleman wrote an elaborate 
treatise, showing conclusively that the Atlantic could 
never be crossed by steam, which went out to America 
in the first steamer. Stop agitation! Judging by late, 
events in Kansas, one would say it would take much more 
agitation than the country has yet known to put down 


bv free labour, partly with a commercial and partly with 
an anti-slavery view. A letter from Naples in The 
(London) Daily News, says: 

“ The Two Sicilies would in every respect be admirably 
adapted for the cultivation of cotton. The average 
rental of land is not high, and of sandy, swampy ground, 
suited to the object proposed very low. Of such land, 
too, there is a vast quantity lying almosUpaste on the 
shores of the Adriatic from Leece to Brindisi, and between 
Torre dell’ Annunziata and Oartellamareand other ports. 
Cotton, too, is actually grown both in Sicily and on the 
Continent, so that the experiment would not be new, and 
it has entirely succeeded. 

“In Sicily about 2,000,000 pounds are grown annually, 
half of which is exported to Naples, and the other half 
is consumed in the island. In the continental parts of 
the kingdom about 2,200,000 pounds are grown and con¬ 
sumed, while 800,000 pounds are imported from New 
Orleans. The annual produce of the kingdom is, there¬ 
fore, about 4,000,000 pounds, while the annual consump¬ 
tion is about 5,000,000 pounds. In proof of the yet 
greater capabilities of the country, a letter from a Sici¬ 
lian merchant, now before me, says : ‘ Notwithstanding 
the great consumption, it would not be difficult to export 
a quantity of cotton.’ 

“ This report, therefore, founded on facts, is eminently 
encouraging to the project of Mr. Clegg; and all that is

Again, on p. 563, Dr. Allen says: 

“ Some people in this country appear to be of the opi¬ 
nion that polygamy, being contravy to the Christian dis¬ 
pensation, and contrary, as they think, to the well-being 
of families, as well as of general society and of nations 
must be classed, wherever found, with theft, adultery 
murder, Ac., and that people in any country who have 
entered into this state must have as clearly seen and 
known that they were doing wrong as if they hod been 
violating any of the Ten Commandments. Bnt such were 
not the views of pious Jews in ancient times, as the ca*cs 
of Jacob, Elkanah and David clearly show, uor are such 
the views of Jews in mod ' ij ve in 

countries where they can 
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°No; this scab of Acquiescence, which you would 
bring over the sore, is not a cure, even if yon could get 
it; the fester would only deepen more treacherously. 
Agitation is not the disease, bnt the friendly symptom 
which admonishes of disease. Eruption and fever are the 
health of a disease; a wise physician will never wish them 
to cease, but by tbe eradication of the undying cause. 

How, then, is Peace, which all love, and which is for 
the interest of all, to come ? 

Let St. James answer : By the wisdom which cometh 
from above, which is first pure, then peaceable. Let every 
man in the Union only feel assured that he stands beneath 
the sheltering wing of his country, a pdke man. Let men 
cease to see tbe National Flag discoloured by what they 
believe dishonourable and wrong, and then be told they 
have nothing to do with it, when each stands with his 
share in the eye of God and man! Then shall that un¬ 
rest, which is the sign of the strong lash of Conscience, 
cease. Then shall the word Slavery, that dirge of onr 
woes, never more disorganize Confess, for it will be 
beyond Congress. I pity the Northern man who finds 
repose whilst his hand is binding slaves ; still more the 
Southern man who would desire to have him fiud peace 
in impurity. 

I know how large a number of good men in the North 
this position will offend. But 1 am ready to reiterate 
that, when their personal responsibility for the bondage 
of a man anywhere is past, slavery only addresses them 
as other evils. A man cannot, of course, cease his testi¬ 
mony against whatever is to him wrong, except by being 
so far forth implicated in it. It may, however, be em¬ 
phatically announced to this class, that if all they had 
ever thought, said, or written, on this topic—abstractly 
good, as much of it is—were condensed into one word, it 
would be to the act which would have freed them, or any 
one of them, from complicity in the thrng, as a child’s 
play to the great Lisbon Earthquake. If any of them 
thinks that the preservation of the Union involves such 
complicity, let him not turn phrase-monger, bnt himself 
Secede, and rot in prison, ere he pays taxes or accepts 
advantages in his State through which he is inevitably 
involved. No eloquence would persuade like this. A 
great action is, by its divine nature, irresistible; great 
words are good only when difficulties make them great 
actions. In some way or other, nations are at the mercy 
of strong men, and ten thousand flee before one. Truly, 
says the Brahmin: 

Devoutly speak, and men 
Devoutly listen to thee; 

Devoutly act, and then 
The strength oS-God acts through thee. 

How Godlike is it to be brave and true! There never 
was a soul conceived in God’s mind, or projected into the 
North or South, or East or West, who in itself honoured 
dapperness or cowardice, and respected not an honest, un¬ 
flinching staDd on any side. I am a Southern man, and 
I fear not contradiction from any one born there when I 
say that they all respect a man from the North who will 
not bend from his principles; and that not one of them 
thinks a doughface worthy to be valued as more than a 
catspaw. A heroic action, which is such only because 
imperilling large interests, is a new star lit in the Hea¬ 
vens. Men see it, and feel the presence of the unseen 
higher Power ; they know with joy that the earth is more 
than a moving ant-hill. This joy cannot be moved by 
any danger or loss. If the Union were sundered by such 
a stand, does it not pay in that it props the whole Earth ? 
For were the Union divided on a principle of right, a 
voice like the angel-hymn of a Second Advent would go 
forth, proclaiming the law by which thrones tremble, and 
all oppressions and evils fall as leaves in October : First 
pure, then peaceable. 

Before all, then, let us dismiss Fear. Let us, with 
Montaigne, fear nothing so much as fear. Southern men 1 
Northern men 1 be one in being brave for your light and 
yonr right! If it should be found ever necessary to 
separate—as I pray I may never believe more than I do 
now—still would mutual honour survive; and by no 
event can any obstruction befall the vast destiny for 
which these superb American hills and plains were 
planned. By their great strength, these national throes 
proclaim the grandeur of a Nation’s new birth. Hark ! 
there is now, as of old, a voice on the angry waters, “ It 
is I: be not afraid.” Serene and unharmed above our 
small cares and storms is enthroned the Genius in whose 
mind once, as in an egg, lay the Western Hemisphere, 
and Columbus, and Washington, and to onr tearful 
prayer replies, Oh, man, think you that I have created these 
in vain ? Know that until God is dethroned, the Right 
must prevail: Until He dies, nothing good can die l 


EVANGELICAL DOCTRINE OF “FREE-LOVEN 


It is not long since the moral and religions portion of 
the community were shocked by the revelation that there 
existed in this city an association formed for the purpose 
of undermining and destroying the institution of monoga¬ 
mous marriage, and asserting the natural right of the sexes 
to cohabit promiscuously, according to their own wish or 
inclination for the time being. The pro-slavery religions 
journals, not content with denouncing this association as a 
vile assault upon a fundamental institution of Christianity, 
treated it as one of the natural fruits of the Reform spirit 
of the age, or of that hostility to “ evangelical ” religion, 
in which, according to them, that spirit has its origin. 
To that terrible eatalogue of “ isms ” wherewith your New 
York Observers, Christian Intelligencers, Bennett’s Heralds, New 
York Expresses and kindred sheets had been accustomed to 
illustrate the lamentable progress of evil opinions and 
practices, was added another, more unctuous than the 
rest, viz.: “ Free-Love-Umf “ See! ” said these pious con¬ 
servators of the public morals, “ the dreadful consequences 
of leaving the good old ways, of wandering from the 
straight line of ‘ evangelical ’ faith into the by-paths of 
Fourierism, Abolitionism, Spiritualism, etc. Whoever 
forsakes the old landmarks of the Church enters a path 
whose end he may not see, but which leads inevitably 
down to the regions of infidelity and spiritual death, and 
finally into the slough of * Free-Love! ’ Beware then of 
the first ‘ ism ’! ” 

The effrontery of all this on the part of men who have 
for years connived at all the impurities of the slave- 
system—nay, who have ransacked the Bible for texts 
wherewith to weave apologies for legalized concubinage 
and lust—was equalled only by its audacious falsehood. 
It is not at the door of the Social Reformers, of whatever 
name, that we must lay the responsibility of the modern 
heresy of “ Free-Love.” The doctrine is of “ evangelical ” 
origin ; and if we may believe the testimony of eminent 
orthodox doctors and missionaries, it is, like the blessed 
institution of slavery, sanctioned by the Bible and even 
by Christianity I The proof of what we assert, however 
startling it may appear, is at hand, and shall be submitted 
to the inspection of the reader. 

Dr. Allen, ip bis recently published work* on India, in 
treating of the institution of Polygamy, discloses the doG- 
trines held and taught in respect to Marriage, by the Mis¬ 
sionaries of the American Board in that quarter of the 
world—taught, we have a right to presume, with the 
knowledge and approbation of the Board itself and of its 
leading friends in the United States. Onr attention was 
first called to Dr. Allen’s work by a notice in the Boston 
Zion's Herald, but we have verified the quotations we are 
about to submit by reference to the work itself. On pp, 
553-4, the Rev. Doctor says : 

“ Now what shall be done in respect to such persons 
(polygamists) when they give credible evidence of per¬ 
sonal piety and seek admission into the Christian Church ? 
No case of this kind occured in my own missionary expe¬ 
rience. But some cases have occurred in India, and this 
difficulty will occur in numerous instances in the progress 
of the Gospel. The subject will also have the considera¬ 
tion and decision of the highest authority, ecclesiastical 
and judiciary, iu India and England. My opinion is that 
the general practice in missions in respect to such cases 
will be as follows : When any man who has more than one 
wife to whom he has been legally married wishes to be 
admitted into the Christian Church, he will be required to 
make a free and full statement of his domestic relations. 
He will be permitted to retain his marital connection with all his 
wives and his parental relation to all his children, subject 
to the discipline of the Church for the proper government 
of bis household. Whether he may or may not cohabit with 
his different wives will be left, I believe, entirely to him and to 
them, to ad according to their views of duty. At the same time 
the nature of the married relation, according to the Chris¬ 
tian dispensation and the usage of the Church, and the 
reason why such cases are for a while tolerated, will be 
fully explained. No man thus admitted while a polyga¬ 
mist can be ordained a Christian teaeher. In this way 
polygamy will have the testimony of the Church against 
it; and as no Christian man can ever become a polygamist, 
all such cases will cease with the lives of those thus admit-

It will be observed that wu i . 
polygamous marriage, or Hindoo “ free-l6vc,’ y and for tue 
admission to the Church of those who are involved therein, 
is the exact counterpart of that wherewith the leading 
“evangelical” Divines of Ibis country have so long 
attempted to buttress the slave system and to vindicate 
the practice of admitting men-stealers to Christian com¬ 
munion. “ Free-love,” when sanctioned by Hindoo cus¬ 
tom and law, is not, any more than American slavery, a 
sin, to be at once repented of and forsaken, but only an 
“evil,” to be tolerated for the time being and abolished 
gradually! Let not the “ Free-Love Club,” so recently 
routed by a meddlesome police, despair of their cause. 
For their fundamental principle of hostility to monoga¬ 
mous marriage as a local rather than a fundamental and 
universal institution, they already have the most respect¬ 
able Orthodox authority ; and if they can only suceeed in 
remodelling the laws and customs of the United States in 
accordance with their principles, they will have the Ame¬ 
rican Church, with all its array of Bible, Tract and Mis¬ 
sionary Societies, its pulpits, magazines and newspapers, 
to fight their battles and vindicate their title to the Chris¬ 
tian name. And why, if polygamy is not in itself a sin, 
independent of the sanction or condemnation of human 
laws or customs, should not the advocates of “ free-love ” 
be encouraged to labour for such modifications of our in¬ 
stitutions as will leave them free to carry their doctrines 
into practice ? Why should a sinner in America be for¬ 
bidden to indulge a practice which Christianity, “ evan¬ 
gelically” interpreted, allows in a Hindoo saint? We 
[insist that if Dr. Allen and the American Board are right 
in the assumption that polygamy is not in itself morally 
wrong, then the “ Free-Love Club ” has been most nnjnstly 
treated by the religious press. If, on the other hand, the 
“ free-love ” philosophy is utterly at war with Christianity 
and moral purity, let the responsibility therefor be placed 
where it belongs—upon the chief priests, scribes and phari¬ 
sees of the pro-slavery American Church—upon the Ameri¬ 
can Board and its defenders. Let us not be told that a 
religion wbieb is fit to be carried, at immense expense of 
time and money, to the Hindoos, is not good enough for 
the United States; that Christianity has two codes of 
morals, one for the civilized and another for the barbarous 
portions of the human family ; that what'is right in one 
quarter of the globe is a deadly sin in nnctbi 
It will be seen that the argument i 
founded upon the master’s alleged re;; ;

FREE NEGROES IN GEORGIA. 


The bill for the removal of free negroes was next taken 
up. Mr. Phillips offered a substitute recommending the 
propriety of assessing them all with a tax to raise a fund 
to be used for the purpose of removing them. 

Mr. Jones spoke in opposition to the bill and the sub¬ 
stitute. The principle involved in this measure was re¬ 
volting to his nature. The digDity of the Legislature 
should be above such paltry, ungenerous movements, as 
waging war on the poor, defenceless, unrepresented por¬ 
tion of the community, a portion having no means of 
redress in case they are wronged, holding the intermediate 
position between slaves and the lowest class of whites.

Mr. Lawton, of Chatham, said that he knew a larire 
number of residents in Savannah, slavehnlrWo 
well acqnainted with every change thffiSS 
in tbe circumstances of tbe blacks, and those mel P B 
bended no danger. The free negroes were orderiv hard 
working, industrious, law-respecting people. He differed 
from the gentleman concerning the Colonization Society 


permitted to keep them all, bnt such a person is not eligible 
to any office in the Church.” 

Thus, if a heathen convert will only consent to forego 
the chance of holding office in the Church, he may conti¬ 
nue in the practice of tbe doctrine of “ free-love ” dur¬ 
ing bis whole life ; and the Church meanwhile will endorse 
his piety and allay his fears of future retribution by assu¬ 
rances of a safe passport to the joys of heaven! We 
should think that, on such terms, the conversion of the 
heathen would be no very difficult job. Our American 
“ Free-Lovers,” we dare say, would most willingly make 
the same compromise, and, for the sake of a license for 
their darling practices from the Church, joyfully relin¬ 
quish all chance of becoming either ministers or deacons! 
We generously give the Home Missionary Society the 
benefit of this hint. At the same time, we must frankly 
confess that we are at a loss to discover any Scriptural or 
ethical ground for this distinction of privilege between 
official and unofficial saiuts. But we suppose it is not 
given to an “ infidel ” Abolitionist to understand the 
mysteries of the “ evangelical ” faith. To onr “ carnal ” 
understanding it seems as inconsistent with the funda¬ 
mental equality taught in the Gospel, that one class of 
saints should be deemed ineligible to the offices of the 
Church, as it is contrary to its morality that they should 
be indulged in practices which are prohibited to another 
class. Perhaps, however, this is one of the tbingB which 
it is impossible lor the “ natural man ” to comprehend, 
and which, therefore, are “ foolishness unto him .” 

This treatment of polygamy, or “ free-love,” is based 
distinctly on the assumption that it is not morally wrong; 
in other words, that monogamous marriage is not founded 
on any principle of absolute morality, applicable alike to 
all countries and circumstances, but only on grounds of 
policy and expediency. Hence, says a writer in the Cal¬ 
cutta Christian Observer (a worthy compeer of the Observer 
of New York), quoted by Dr. Allen (Ap. p. 602): 

“ The previous lawfulness of polygamy abstractedly 
considered and the course actually adopted by the 


tenth or fiftieth wife, is not influence:; e.y.-uBwo. tuy 
passiOD, but acts “ not nnfrequently ” ‘from a painful 
seme of duty" ! As the pious slaveholder longs to free 
his slaves, but is restrained from doing so by motives of 
humanity or public policy, so the Hindoo would gladly be 
absolved from the necessity of augmenting the number of 
his wives, and consents to take another “with much 
reluctance.” 

How preposterous is the idea that a Church, or a Mis¬ 
sionary Board, with no higher standard of morals than 
this, and which, for the sake of a nominal and empty 
success, is willing to set aside the immutable laws of God 
in deference to the statutes and customs of sinful men, 
can be the channel for conveying to the heathen a pure 
Christianity! In the light of this disclosure, we pro¬ 
nounce the American Board \ cheat and an imposture. 
Under pretence of propagating the Gospel to the heathen, 
it is undermining the very foundations of Christian 
morality at home and abroad. Better were it if every 
dollar that goes into its treasury were sunk in the depths 
of the sea! The popular Christianity of our conntry 
is utterly corrupt and spurioHs, and, by all our regard for 
the present and eternal welfare of the heathen, we deBire 
to save them from its pestiferous influence. And yet 
there are men, calling themselves Abolitionists, who, 
while contributing their tens and fifties and hundreds of 
dollars to the American Board, give scarcely one dollar to 
help the anti-slavery cause! When will they learn that 
the best service they can render to the cause of Chris¬ 
tianity is to aid in breaking the power of a Church which 
prostitutes the Bible to support human slavery, and 
baptizes oppression, concubinage and lust in the name of 
Christ ? 

Zion’s Herald, we are glad to see, condemns the loose 
morality of Dr. Alien and the American Board. The 
Methodists, having no mission in India, are not involved 
in the support of Hindoo polygamy, any further than they 
have become so by the analogous teachings of their 
leading divines and newspapers on the subject of slavery. 
The Herald of late has done good service in the cause of 
freedom in exposing the ingenious sophistries whereby 
the leaders of the Methodist Church have so long con¬ 
trived to reconcile their followers to the continuance of 
slavery within their fold; and now it warns the Metho¬ 
dist Missionary Committee not to follow the bad example 
of the American Board. The antecedents of the men 
composing that Committee, however, afford small ground 
for hope that this warning will be regarded.
